Intern’s Guide to Metro 


Intern Season has once again dawned in and 
around Washington, which means the region is get- 
ting an infusion of commuters unfamiliar with our 
Local customs. Interns, welcome to Washington. 
The region’s subway system, known as the Metro, 
can be daunting for a newbie. We're here to help. 
With assistance from readers, we’ve put together a 

guide to getting home. (MARK BERMAN) THE WASHINGTON POST 


The basics 

Unlike some other subways, Metro 
isn’t a 24-hour system. It opens at 
5 a.m. on weekdays and at 7 a.m. 
on weekends, and it closes at mid- 
night on Sunday through Thursday 
and at 3 a.m. Friday and Saturday 
nights. (The last trains might leave 
before the station closes, so look at 
the posted last train times if you’re 
expecting a late night.) Another dif- 
ference: You have to use your fare- 
card or SmarTrip card every time 
you enter or exit a station, and you 
pay every time you leave. Make sure 
to have your card ready before you 
get to the turnstile. 

stand on the right, 
walk on the left 

This is the Golden Rule of the 
Metro. When you’re on an esca- 
lator, stand on the right side and 


walk on the left side. We cannot 
emphasize this tip enough. 

Be a good passenger 

Let riders get off before you board 
a train. Don’t board a train, go 
through a turnstile or get off an 
escalator and immediately stop. 
We know, we know: You’re new 
here and you don’t know where to 
go. But if you stop short, everyone 
behind you is forced to stop, and 
they will not like this. Keep mov- 
ing and step off to the side until 
you get your bearings. Give your 
seat to someone who is pregnant, 
elderly, disabled or nursing a bro- 
ken limb. Don’t block the doors 
of a bus or train; if you need to 
be near the doorway because of 
crowding, step off at stops to let 
other people out, then get back on. 
It can be done quickly. 


Respect the doors 

The train doors aren’t like eleva- 
tor doors; they won’t automati- 
cally reopen if you stick your arm 
through. So don’t do that. And don’t 
block a door, because if it can’t close 
properly, the train could be off-load- 
ed and everyone in the station will 
know it’s all your fault. 

Expect delays 

There often are planned delays 
because of track work. There also 
are lots of unexpected delays that 
will definitely arise when you are 
already running late and have an 
important presentation. 

Watch your valuables 

If you’re using something like an 
iPad or iPhone and you’re sitting 
near the door, be careful. Someone 
could grab your device and dash 
just before the doors close. General- 
ly be careful no matter where you’re 
sitting or standing, really. 

No food or drink 

Yes, you will see other people break- 
ing this rule. Maybe even every 
time you ride. But you shouldn’t 
do it. We both know you’re 
better than that.

Calculate how much retirement savings you’ll realistically need 


Want to terrify yourself, carefree 20-some- 
thing? Divide 1 million by 40 — the number of years 
until retirement — and you’ll see a nice round 25,000. 
That’s how much, in dollars, you’d need to save each 
year if you were stuffing money under a 
mattress to save your $1 million retire- 
ment nest egg. Thankfully, this is not 
how you save for retirement. 

“The calculation of T need $1 mil- 
lion dollars by 65, so I’ll divide by 40 ... 
is dramatically off,” said Antwone Harris, 
a certified financial planner with Charles 
Schwab in the District. “It’s not accounting for 
compounding interest or rates of return.” 

But those compounding interest rates mean one 


complicated thing: You must invest your savings as 
soon as possible. Why? According to Ameriprise 
Financial, waiting even one year can have dramatic 
effects. If you invest $5,000 every year beginning at 
age 30 instead of 31, you will have $109,000 in 
additional savings, assuming an 8 percent 
compounded annual interest rate. 

So how much should you invest? And 
how important is it to start investing every 
spare penny you make in your 20s? Too 
many factors go into the calculation to gen- 
eralize, so we used CNN Money and Charles 
Schwab Money-wise retirement calculators to 
get ballpark figures of what you should be saving.

Vincent Gray, Kwame Brown 
and Harry Thomas Jr. were viewed 
by their supporters as homegrown 
heirs to the best parts of former 
mayor Marion Barry’s legacy. They 
were African American Democrats 
who understood the city’s complex 
racial history and hoped to shape its 
future. They would redeem a gen- 
eration of black political leadership 
tainted by Barry’s personal foibles 
and fiscal mismanagement. 

Instead, the men have plunged 
the District into a new round of 
crisis, triggering reminders of the 
worst aspects of the Barry era and 
fears that the city’s political culture 
is regressing. 

Last week. Brown resigned the 
council chairmanship before admit- 
ting to bank fraud and a campaign- 
finance violation. Thomas relin- 


quished his seat in January and is 
on his way to jail for embezzling 
$353,500 in taxpayer funds. 

Federal investigators have 
secured guilty pleas from two Gray 
campaign aides on felony charges 
that include destroying records. 
The probe is ongoing; Gray, who 
ran for office with the slogan “Char- 
acter, Integrity, Leadership,” has 
denied wrongdoing. 

“Politicians will say there’s a 
culture of corruption, and often 
people say it’s rhetoric,” said Bryan 
Weaver, a Democratic activist. “But 
when it comes to D.C., there’s a cul- 
ture of corruption that really exists. 
What gets passed off as politics as 
usual are huge ethical lapses.” 

Yet for all the familiar talk of 


Thomas pleaded guilty in January

The current investigations con- 
cern a “breach of public trust,” said 
Anita Bonds, who chairs the D.C. 
Democratic Party. Barry’s trou- 
bles, she said, centered on person- 
al weakness. 

Now, she said, “We’re disap- 
pointed, and we’re disappointed 
in a different way. 

“People thought they had made 
the best choices, and people were 
pleased with those choices,” Bonds 
added.

A Foreign Concept 

Graduate students who study abroad gain worlds of marketable skills 


Kate Pazoles regretted never studying abroad 
while she was an undergraduate at Cornell 
University. So when it came time for graduate 
school, a program with an option to spend time 
in another country was a must: “I’ve traveled a bit 
internationally, but I never really had the experience 
of immersing myself in another culture. 


“My friends who studied abroad had 
really great stories and memories, 
and I felt like I had missed out on 
an awesome experience that would 
contribute to my evolution as a 
person,” says Pazoles, 28. 

So while getting her master’s 
in Middle East studies at George 
Washington University (Gwu. 
edu), Pazoles spent a semester in 


Beirut, followed by a summer in 
Damascus, Syria. 

“It was good to learn more 
about the cultures I was studying 
just by being around people, getting 
their views of current events and 
politics, and talking to them about 
their beliefs and what they wanted 
for their country. You can’t get that 
from a book,” she says. 


The experience also helped 
Pazoles grow personally. “I got to 
be really good at just going with 
the flow; you never really know 
what you’re going to come across 
when trying to find a house in 
Damascus,” she says. 

Studying abroad can be a 
transformative experience for any 
student, but it can have more of an 
impact on grad students, who are 
more focused academically, than 
on undergraduates, who might 
pick a program in London or Paris 
simply because they’ve always 
wanted to visit that city. 

“Graduate students are more 
self-aware and self-directed,” says 
Tanith Fowler Corsi, assistant vice 


president for global education at 
the Catholic University of America 
(Cge.cua.edu). “If they’re making 
time in their academic career to 
go overseas, they’re much more 
appreciative of the experience 
and really focus on getting the 
most of out it.” 

Graduate-level students in 
particular can develop specific 
skills that wind up benefiting 
their careers. 

“If someone has that extra 
advantage of studying overseas, 
their resume will definitely be on 
the top of the pile,” says Corsi. She 
says that’s even truer in competitive 
job markets like D.C.

Classes were taught in 
Mandarin, and Voorhees even had 
to write his thesis in the language. 
“I had to deal with a whole other 
way of getting work done,” says 
Voorhees, 25. “When you have to 
think about something analytically 
in another language, you just 
develop another kind of thought 
process,” he says. 

Voorhees uses the skills he 
gained studying in China in his 
job at an international finance 


and development agency in D.C. 
Studying abroad “taught me what 
resourceful means, which really 
helps me with my job now, where 
Fm dealing with a lot of different 
data sets and people from different 
cultures all of the time,” he says. 

For students who want to 
work in a field with any kind 
of international reach, actually 
spending time in another country 
offers a chance to speak with 
authority about other cultures. “If 
you’ve never left this country and 
you’re pretending to be an expert 
on things that are international. 


your argument doesn’t bear quite 
as much weight as if you can point 
to some experience living abroad,” 
says Bonnie Wilson, associate dean 
atSAIS. 

“I wanted to focus on interna- 
tional security and development, 
so it seemed like a no-brainer,” says 
Megan Nathan, 26, who earned 
her master’s degree in government 
with a specialization in counter- 
terrorism and homeland security 
from the Interdisciplinary Center 
in Herzliya, Israel (Portal.idc.ac.il), 
and now works for the U.S. Global 
Leadership Coalition. “Israel has 
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unfortunately had to become the 
best at counterterrorism, so I was 
learning from people who really 
had frontline experience. I’m able 
to look at national security from 
different angles, because I was 
exposed to so many different per- 
spectives.” 

Students don’t have to spend an 
entire semester abroad to benefit 
from the experience. George 
Mason University (Gmu.edu), for 
example, offers a number of study- 
abroad programs that last as few 
as two weeks in areas including 
anthropology, social work. 


communications and geography. 

“Our tj^pical graduate students 
tend to be full-time working 
professionals who are also pursuing 
a graduate degree, so it’s hard for 
them to get away for longer than a 
week or two at a time,” says Kevin 
Stoy, marketing coordinator for 
George Mason’s Center for Global 
Education (Globaled.gmu.edu). 

“These programs allow people 
to see other perspectives and be 
able to view their own discipline 
with more of a global focus,” 
Stoy says. 

And that’s vital in today’s 


economy. “Whatever kind of 
business you’re in, it has a 
global element to it now,” says 
Dumont. “Even if you’re working 
for an organization or business 
that doesn’t work overseas, 
you’re going to be dealing with 
a diverse population here in 
the United States, people who 
speak different languages and 
come from different cultural 
backgrounds. The experience 
you have overseas gives you a 
sensitivity to multiculturalism 
that others might not have.”

Speak the 
Language 

A State Department staffer reveals 
his tricks for becoming fluent fast 

1 never had a French nanny. There were no 
Chinese-language charter schools when I was 
growing up in Rhode Island in the ’80s. My family 
may have come from Russia a century ago, but I 
heard nary a “do svidanya” from my parents. So 
how on earth did I learn Russian, French, Chinese 
and enough Kazakh to translate the news? 


I ran press conferences in Russian, 
located lost luggage in Chinese 
and read Guy de Maupassant in 
French. There are people out there 
who speak all of these languages 
better than I do, but I learned them 
all — without shortcuts. 

It wasn’t easy. 

But, to quote Stephen Colbert: I 
am America, and so can you. That 
is to say, I was born and bred in the 
U.S.A., yet I figured it out - and 
have some suggestions for you (or 


for your precocious toddler). Follow 
these easy steps to get on the fast 
track to Polyglot City. 

Make the commitment. 

You didn’t think you could make 
the varsity basketball team without 
shooting hundreds of la3aips, right? 
As with any skill, languages need 
to be practiced and honed. You 
probably won’t be able to put in 
that kind of practice unless your 
heart is really in it. Pick a language 


you love and are motivated to keep 
studying. 

I made the commitment to learn 
Russian when I was reading Nikolai 
Gogol as a college freshman and 
with typical undergraduate intensity 
decided I simply had to understand 
the tragic Russian soul. 

If you’re not dreaming of 
reading Tolstoy in the original, 
whispering sweet nothings to a 
Parisian demoiselle, or starting the 
next Google in Shanghai, it may be 
time to re-evaluate whether you 
really want to learn that language, 
or whether it’s just another half- 
hearted New Year’s resolution. 

Take a hard class with 
lots of grammar. 

Maybe James Bond can arrive in 
Montenegro and be fluent in Serbo- 
Croatian within minutes. In the 
real world, you can only learn to 
speak a language well if you learn 
how it’s built. 

Words are the bricks, and 
grammar is the mortar. Without 
solid grammatical skills, you 
will lose a lot of native-speaking 
friends whose patience is tested 
to the breaking point. Trust me, 
I know: I barely survived making 
inadvertent sexual innuendo to my 
host mother in Moscow when I used 
the wrong form of the verb “to end.”

Take a hard class that really 
teaches you grammar. If you’re 
not learning declensions and verb 
conjugations in your first weeks 
of Foreign Language 101, you’re 
wasting your time. 

Troops go to boot camp before 
they deploy. It’s the same deal 
for languages, except instead of 
ammo magazines, you’ll need 
boxes of notecards for vocabulary 
and verb tenses. If you’re not doing 
homework and drilling vocabulary 
nearly every day, you will have a 
hard time making steady progress. 
Build at least a few minutes of study 
into your daily routine. The Metro 
is a great place to flip through your 
vocab notecards. 

Open your mouth. 

In all the language programs 
I’ve ever been part of — and I’ve 


sampled quite a few — having the 
opportunity and gumption to speak 
regularly is critical. 

If you aren’t speaking in class, it’s 
like reading “Juggling for Dummies” 
without picking up any balls. Force 
yourself Not only does speaking 
give you practice for the real thing, 
it reinforces the knowledge that you 
have just acquired, cementing it in 
your brain. 

And keep in mind that when 
your luggage is lost in an airport in 
remote southwest China, you won’t 
get it back by telepathy. Trust me 
— I’ve tried. 

Now there are even foreign- 
language practice websites and 
channels on YouTube that let 
you practice speaking, so you 
can interact and get feedback on 
your oral skills wherever you are. 
Try BBC Languages (Bbc.co.uk/ 


languages), LiveMocha (Livemocha. 
com) or Babbel (Babbel.com). 

The very best way to acquire 
speaking and listening skills 


quickly is to participate in a summer 
immersion language program. You 
can go anjrwhere to do this — in fact, 
I argue that the best opportunities 


are often in the U.S. These programs 
— some of the best-known take place 
at Indiana University (Indiana, 
edu), Middlebury College in 
Vermont (Middlebury.edu/ls) and 
Middlebury’s Monterey Institute in 
California (Miis.edu) — help you 
focus on rapid language acquisition 
on picturesque college campuses 
without all of the logistical, cultural, 
social and safety issues inherent to 
venturing abroad. 

These programs are admittedly 
expensive (sometimes in the range 
of $10,000 for six to 10 weeks), but 
a quality program can help you 
leapfrog entire academic years in 
a single summer. 

Buy a ticket. 

So you’ve taken a year or two of 
college-level Spanish (or the Rosetta

Stone equivalent). Now what? 

Time to test your mettle in real- 
life situations: Do you know how 
to ask whether a store in China 
has shampoo? Or what to say to 
the customs agent who frisks you 
at the Russian border? 

For that kind of fluency, you 
need in-country immersion, 
preferably at least four to six 
months. If you’re a student, a 
semester or year abroad is ideal. 
If you’re gainfully employed. 


there are other options. Take a two- 
week studycation at a language 
institute in a warm-weather area of 
your desired country. Go between 
jobs. Apply for a scholarship, such 
as the Fulbright (Fulbright.state. 
gov) or the Critical Language 
Scholarship (Clscholarship.org), 
which are both run by the U.S. 
State Department. Or find a place to 
volunteer with native speakers. 

Goonadate. 

Once abroad, it is critical not to get 
stuck in the comfortable cocoon 
of the expatriate community. So 


why not date? 

Granted, if you’re married this 
one is not advisable. But maybe 
you’re young, unmarried and 
possibly even attractive. You’re 
also probably American, which is 
better than beer goggles in many 


foreign countries. 

So put on your party shoes and 
hit the nightlife. A couple of drinks 
should provide the necessary social 
lubrication. Dating a native speaker 
gives you the motivation to learn 
and brings with it the nonverbal

If you have a soccer ball, you’ll 
have friends — and language 
practice — within minutes 
practically anywhere. 

Get a job. 

After dating, the next best 
thing for learning a language 
is getting a job that requires 
using it. There’s nothing that 
concentrates the mind like an 
assignment with no shortcuts. 


While studying in Moscow in 
2000, 1 took an internship that 
required me to cold-call people 
in Russian. I’ve never looked at 
a phone with so much horror 
before or since. (I was comforted 
to discover the guy who answered 
the phone at the Korean Embassy 
had a worse accent in Russian 
than I did.) 

I was constantly forced to be 
on my game. Sure enough, within 
a couple of years I was giving 
press conferences in confident 
Russian. 

Bonus: Professional-level lan- 


guage skills are a huge leg up in 
a tough job market. 

Don’t lose it. 

Some people can go years without 
practice and pick up where they left 
off Not so for others of us, and cer- 
tainly not for languages that aren’t 
deeply ingrained. 

I haven’t spoken Kazakh since 
2007, and it’s virtually gone. Solu- 
tion: Return to Step No. 1. Do not 
pass Go. Do not collect $200. 

Depressing? Si, un poco. But 
not letting all your hard work slip 
away is critical, and perhaps the 


hardest part of all. 

My advice: Call your old friends 
abroad regularly, meet native 
speakers at home, watch movies, 
listen to foreign music and read 
the literature. My wife, Hannah, 
calls me an overscheduled child 
for all my language activities: 
Chinese class on Wednesdays, 
Russian happy hour on Thursdays, 
and on and on. 

Keep the flame alive, and 
make sure you remember 
why you undertook this crazy 
language quest in the first place.

is in “bioassessment" — counting 
the types and nunnbers of fish and 
insects in a streann to deternnine how 
healthy the streann is. 

A healthy streann has clean water 
and the right naturally occurring 
chennical balance so fish and wildlife 
can thrive. Insects serve as a useful 
yardstick for nneasuring streann 
quality, because they are often the 
first aninnals to be affected by 
pollution — so the kinds and 
nunnbers of bugs in the 
water can indicate how 
polluted a stream is. 

Paul's data helps 
states set legal limits for 
nutrient runoff in streams. 

When fertilizer runoff from lawns or 
farms enters a stream, algae take 
over and choke the stream, creating 
a “dead zone." It sounds like a fiddly 
topic, but “a lot of lawsuits" have been 
filed over states’ failure to set nutrient 
runoff limits, Paul says. 

How He Got This Job: Paul 
got a Bachelor of Arts degree (instead 
of a more focused Bachelor of 
Science degree) in biology at Colgate 
University in New York, “which I'm 
really happy about. The B.A. degree 
meant I had to learn how to write and 
communicate." He followed up with 


Job: Nature lovers. “I've been playing 
in streams since I was five years old," 
says Paul. Doing it for a living: even 
better. 

After 11 years at Tetra Tech, he 
does less fieldwork than he'd like. “I 
spend almost all my time in front of 
a computer looking at data, reading 
and writing," he says. But the work 
is rewarding, and Paul says the field 
tends to attract a laid-back personality 
type. “Smart people that are fun 
to hang out with make life 
pretty enjoyable," he says.

“All Work, No Pay” ($12.99, Ten 
Speed Press) is Berger’s 208 -page 
guide to figuring out where you 
should intern, how to get the gig 
and what to do 
once you’re in. 

Originally 
headed toward a 
career in business 
communications, 
the 2006 graduate 
of the University 
of Central Florida 
decided to share her interning 
knowledge via her website, 
Internqueen.com. The book is 
more than just posts from the blog, 
adding sample resumes, cover 
letters and schedule organizers. 

Why are internships important? 

The most important parts of an 
internship are: one, the hands- 
on experience the student gets, 
and two, the networking. When it 
comes to the hands-on experience, if 
you were the employer, who would 
you choose? The student with 
professional workplace experience 
or the student without? There’s a lot 
less risk involved if you’re choosing 
the student with internship 
experience on their resume. When 
it comes to the networking, you 
never, never know where these 
relationships can take you. People 
you meet at your internships can 
really play a pivotal role in your 
career for the rest of your life. 

What’s the first step to finding an 
internship? 

Establish your experience level. 
If you’ve had no experience, you 
are going to want to apply to a 
variety of businesses. You can

always think big and go after that 
dream company when you’ve had 
no experience, but you also want 
to be practical and realistic. 

Is it better to do lots of internships 
or stick with one place? 

No one needs 15 internships like 
I had. I suggest that every college 
student have two internships 
on their resume before they 
graduate. 

What’s the most common mistake 
people make when applying? 

The biggest mistake I see is that 
students get lazy and their cover 
letters are addressed to the wrong 
people, there are spelling errors.
